The strong resolutions adopted by 
the FYanlifort Chiiniher of c'ommerce 
favorinn the Constiiulional Amend 
ment relating lo the ipurchaso of tele- 
phone lines are iiieetinn willi favor 
throughout llie state. AiiionK other 
papers which have endorsed this ac- 
tion editorially is the I'Vankfort State 
Journal, which recently published the 
following editorial: 

"Amend The Constitution 

"The action of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, in iiledninK its efforts to the 
adoption of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment relatinK to the purchase of tele- 
idioiie lines, and in calllnK upon other 
coininerciai b«»dies to support it, is 
both wise and timely. 

"Two telephone lines in the same 
community, each contending for sub- 
scribers, is a nuisance an expenslTe 
ntilsanr.- -to ilie putilic, and haa been 
too loni? tolerated When the busy 
merchant, farmer or professional man 
takes HI) his telephone, he wants to 
talk and tall; iiuickly; and to be told 
that the party sought has "the Other 
line" naturally stirs his resentment. 
Two pxclianxes in the same town 
mean that the business and profSa- 
sionai II. an must maintain both, and 
this he should not be required to do. 

"Teleplione service should be unlTer- 
sal among telephone users; erory tal- 
ephone user should be able to reach 
every other talsphaaa asstr-aw-bis- 

ewD phone. 

Tlie prvseut Constitution of Ken- 
tucky was written when the telephone 
business was in its early Infancy, and 
In It wa.s written that (»e telephone 
company could not acquire by lease 
or purchase, the lines of a compet 
ing company, with the result that in 
every municipality where there have 
existed two telephone systems, how 
soever much a Chamber of Com 
merce or a City Council wished tr 
have only one, they could get rid of 
neither without wrecking one. Both 
lines were doomed to continuous eslsi 
ence. in apita of the fact that gener 
ally neither was prosperous, or giving 
to the public satiitactory serrice 
SUte authorities and local oouncll.^ 
iiuve complete power <rf ragvlatloa 0* 
telephone companies. 

"The General Assembly adopted the 
pending amendment to the Constitu 
tipn, permitting one teiephona com 
pany to purchase the lines of anoth- 
er, provided the City Council, and the 
State authorities should approye the 
purchase; without that approTal no 
purchase can be made. This amend- 
ment was passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives without a dissenting vote, 
and by the Senate with only one negar 
tiye vote. Such a vote Is an indication 
of the wlda-apread Interest la* the 
amendment and tha desaaad for the 
relief It will bring. Tka pabUa inter- 
est is fully protected. 

"We cannot too highly command tha 
Chamber of Commeraa la Its aOnrts 
to secure the sdoptioa of this amsnd- 
ment by the yotata. Tha Stata Jonr> 
■al Is for the amaadmant, and will add 
Ma aOorU to thoaa of tha Chamber o(
